URGED FOR CONSUMER 


_ This, It Is Estimated, 


Will Be About $1.25 a 
Bushel—Government Is 
Urged to Pay $2.26 Guar- 
antee and Let Trade 
_Laws Do the Rest. 


Washington, February 3.—Grain 
dealers appearing today before the 
house agriculture committee pro- 
posed that the government pay the 
guaranteed price of $2.26 a bushel 
for the 1919 wheat crop and sell it 
to the consumer at the world mar- 
ket price, which they estimated 
would be about $1.25. The wit- 
nesses generally believed this plan 
would, cost the government prob- 
ably a billion and a quarter dollars, 
but said this loss was preferable to 
any attempt en the part of the gov- 
ernment to maintain an artificial 
price. 

Representative. Lever, of South 
Carolina, suggested three other 
plans—that the wheat movement be 
entirely on the pre-war basis; that 
the moyement possibly be restricted 
by the government being authorized 
to sell or buy so as to prevent 
manipulation, and that the domestic 
movement be entirely on the pre- 
war basis with the export move- 
ment under federal control. 

_ Oppose Grain Corporation. 

The committee was holdirg hear- 
ings on the bill prepared by A, W. 
Glasgow, counsel for the food ad- 
‘ministration, in co-operation with 
the department of agriculture. The 
dealers strongly opposed continua- 
tion of the food administration’s 
grain corporation as provided in the 
bill, They, however, urged con- 
tinuation of the corporation for 
buying and selling the crop. 

Chairman Lever also announced 
his disapproval of the measure as 
drawn, declaring that it granted 
broader powers than those of the

F. C. Vandusen, of Minneapolis, 
said the present is too early to make 
specific plans under which the 
graihm corporation should operate, 
but he added, “the president should 
be given broad authority in han- 
dling the situation.” | 

Control of Imports and Exports, 
Control of imports and exports 
and the closing of exchanges to 
future trading will minimize the 
government’s loss in maintaining 
the priee, Mr. Vandusen declared, 
adding that licensing of the ex- 
changes would be unwise. Mr. Van- 
dusen said he favored leaving the 
question of price with the corpora- 
tion, suggesting that through con- 
trol of world credits the government 
might sell the wheat advantageous- 
ly, despite a lower world price.

City council Monday afternoon 
gave its approval to a referendum 
on the question of increasing the 
tax rate of the city from $1.25 to 
$1.50 per thousand, and the people 
of this city will have the opportunity 
of voting upon this issue at the same 
time they are asked to say whether 
or not an issue of bonds shall be 
made for improvements in the wa- 
terworks, additions to the garbage 
plant, motorizatjon of the fire de- 
partment and a new building for the 
cyclorama, 

The above question was settled by 
a large majority of the city fathers, , 
who voted in its favor Monday aft- 
ernoon, and was the result of a reso- 
lution introduced by the finance 
committee, asking that the question 
of a tax raise be printed upon the 
ballots to be used in the coming 
bond election and providing for $300 
to pay the expenses of the election. 
It was held by the city attorney 
that the question of raising the tax 
rate could not be lIegally placed 
upon the tickets that are to be used 
for the bond election, and the reso- 
lution of the finance committee, pro- 


viding for the inclusion of that 


question on the bond issue tickets, 
which had received the favorable 
action of the city fathers, was re- 
scinded, and, as a substitute, a reso- 
lution providing for a separate 
ticket, separate managers and sep- 
arate tellers, to hold the tax rate 
referendum was adopted. 
Ewing’s Pian Beaten. 

An amendment introduced by Al- 
derman Jones H. Ewing, of the 
eighth, ward, seeking to: place the 
city tax rate at $2.50 per thousand 
and reducing the assessment rate to 
40 per cent, which the alderman ex-

payment of taxes«to the city, state 
and. county, .was lost. Alderman 
Ewing declared the people of At- 
lanta are paying too much taxes 
to the state and county, and that the 
plan to raise the rate of taxation 
would add to the burdens that are 
now being carried by real estate, 
and said that his object was to bring 
about a more just apportionment 
of taxation. 

“Unless some method is worked 
out by which the aggregate tax rate 
is fixed at not more than it now is, 
I won't vote for it,” said Alderman 
Ewing. “You are killing real estate 
now by taxes,” said he. “I want a 
plan evolved by which the city will 
realize more income from taxes, but 
by which the people will not be 
compelled to pay more money into 
the tax. collector’s office. In other 
words, I believe a plan can be fixed 
which will allow us to increase our 
rate of taxation, while at the same 
time we can reduce the rate of as- 
sessments, which will net the city 
more money and give less to the 
county and state. There is no rea- 
son why we should get on our knees 
to the [’ulton county commissioners 
and beg them to do street work for 
us, especially when a plan can be 
worked out by which we can have 
the money to do the work our- 
selves.” 

His plan, however, was. opposed 
by several of the councilmen on 
the idea that the reduction in as- 
sessments could not be assured, and 
the amendmeént was lost.

Lasater Says He Quit the} 
Food Administration Be- 
cause He Realized Its 
Practices Were Harmiul 
to the Common Welfare. 


Washington, February 3.—The 
food administration and the de- 
partment of agriculture aided tHe 
five big packing firms in obtaining 
a@ monopolistic.control of the meat- 
packing industry, Edward C. Lasa- 
ter, of the National Livestock as- 
sociation’s executive committee, 


and a former employee of the food} 


administration, testified today be- 
fore the house interstate commerce 
committee. : 

While Mr. Lasater was making 
this charge and asserting that he 
had resigned from the food admin- 
istration because he realized “its 
practices were harmful to the com- 
mon welfare,” L. D. H. Weld, man- 
ager of Swift & Co.’s research de- 
partment, told the senate agricul- 
ture committee that a combination 
of the big packers to control the 
meat industry was impossible, be- 
cause of the large number of inde- 
pendent concerns. 

Mr. Lasater asserted before the 
house committee that during- the 
last 18 months the food adminis-, 
“served as a screen’ 
behind which the packers operated 
illegally against thé public’s in- 
terest. When asked what the il-} 
legal acts of the packers had been, 
Mr. Lasater replied he would an- 
swer in detail later. 

The department of agriculture 
aided the packers, Mr, Lasater 
charged, by delaying investigation 
of the meat-growers by the federal 
trade commission at the time the 
packers themselves were being in- 
vestigated. He said the packers did 
not want such an inquiry, as they 
knew it wottld rob them of the ar- 
gument that the producers, and not 
they, were making . ft al profits, 

Howaten. Reiarsea Isvestigation.. . 

Lasater submitted a letter 
ie “Sw. J. Spillman, former chier 
of the bureau of farm management 
of the department of agriguiture, 


tary Houston retarded investiga- 
tion of the producers by refusing to 
authorize appointment. of. fifteen 
investigators. He added that the 
secretary had told him to dis¢on- 
tinue the investigation . entirely, 
saying the farmer was not entitled 
to any information on the subject, 
and that “the only use ever made 
of such information was for agita- 
tors like this man Baer, of North 
Dakota, to go out and stir up the 
farmers. with.” 

The next day, Mr. Spillman wrote, 
he received a letter from Secretary 
Houston notifying him that every 
project connected with the investi- 
gation was discontinued. Mr. Spill- 
man said the secretary authorized 
the appointment of the investiga- 
tors only when the National Live- 
stock association became insistent 
in its demands. 

Mr. Lasater told the committee 
that the statement of the packers 
that “they. did not have the power 
to fix prices of live stock, even if 
they desired to do so,” was not 
founded:on facts, ana that the pack- 
ers knew it. 

The witness said the packers had 
“held out a tempting bait to the 
live stock association at its an- 
nual session in Chicago in Decem- 
ber, 1917, when they asked the pro- 
ducers to “co-operate” with. -them. 
Co-operation,-he declared, meant 
price-fixing and a “further effort 
of the packers to shove the blame 
for high prices on someone else,” 
and the producers refused to con- 
sider the idea. 

176 Per Cent Gain for Swift. 


In his testimony ‘before the sen- 
ate committee, Mr. Weld said Swift 
& Co.’s earnings for the period of 
the war had increased 176 per cent 
compared with the three years end> 
ing with 1914, but argued that this 
was not as great an increase as some 
other industries had enjoyed and 
that competition was responsible for 
the fact that the profits w not 
higher.

VALSON'S IDEALS 
RIPPED BY HAL 


Senator Says President’s 
Views Are Not Views of 
Majority of Americans. 
Soldiers Didn’t Fight for 
World Democracy. 


Washington, February 3.—In an 
address today urging prompt con- 
clusion of a peace treaty and the 
return of American troops from Eu- 
rope, Senator Hale, of Maine, repub- 
lican, declared he did not believe 
the ideals for which President Wil- 
son is contending were the ideals 
of the vast majority of the Ameri- 
can people, and that the American 
fighting man did not share the idea 
that he fought to make the world 
safe for democracy. 

Willsin’s Ideanis and the People. 

“I do not wish to decry the work 
of the president,” said Senator Hale, 
“but I believe that his ideals are not 
the ideals of the vast majority of 
the people of the United States. 
These ideals were expressed during 
the progress of the war, and be- 
cause they were not publicly turned 
down by the American people or by 
thein representatives in congress, 
the president considers the Ameri- 
can people are pledged to their ful- 
filment. 

“The American people never un- 
derstood the meaning or conse- 
quence of the ideals and policies of 
President Wilson. They were given 
eut at a time when, as commander- 
in-chief, it was held universally to 
be ah unpardonable sin to criticise | 


the president. The wonderful catch-}-the. 


words and phrases of the president 
caught the ear of the people, but did 
not catch the understending. 

“That. the: American. peopl® mre 
pound by any of these statements 
of ideal or policy is to me incon- 
eeivabl& They certainly were 
bound by the vastly different decla- 
rations of the president during the 
weary months before we went into 
the war.” 

Why Americans Fought. 

American soldiers, lfke those of 
fought to protect and 
save their own country, the sena- 
tor said after remarking that the 
soldiers did not hold the idea that 
they fought for world democracy, 
and he added: 
“The men now in the saddle and 
doing any talking in this country 
are not the fighting men.” 

Deploring “theoretical talk anda 
wasted time over the development 
of impracticable ideals” and dectir- 
ing the people would not stand any 
plan which would affect the coun- 
try, or any internationalism, Sena- 


“Now that the war is won,. the 
“American people want peace and 
they want it without further .de- 
lay. They want their boys back in 
this country. They want and ex- 
pect their representatives at the 
peace conference to close matters 
up Just as quickly as can be done.”

Paris, February 3.—President Wil- 
son this evening delivered an ad- 
dress in the Chamber of deputies, 
having as auditors President Poin- 
care, the presidents of the chamber 
and the senate and large numbers 
of members of both houses of parlia- 
ment and the personnel of the French 
cabinet. 

The: president was accompanied 
to the Palais Bourbon by President 
Poincare, who called for him at the 
Murat mansion. Premier Clemen- 
ceau and M. Dubost, speaker of the 
senate, also were in the party, which 
reached the Palais Bourbon exactly 
at 5 o’clock. 

Paul Deschanel received the party 
on the steps of the building, stand- 
ing bareheaded in the damp and 
chilly weather. The party then dis- 
appeared into the chamber, M, Des- 
chanel leading the way, with Presi- 
dent Wilson and M. Poincare walk- 
ing side by side, and with M. Dubost 

and M. Clemenceau bringing up the 
rear. 

Military Honors Rendered. 

Military honors were rendered by 
the republican guard, resplendant 
in -new uniforms and their full re- 
galia. The presidential party en- 
tered the chamber amid- a fan-fare 
of bugles and the rolling of drums. 
Then the band of the republican 
guard played the American national 
anthem and “The Marseillaise,” all 
those inside the chamber meanwhile 
rising and cheering. 

The chamber was tastefully dec- 
orated with French and American 
fipes. The spacious room was 
packed to its limit. 

President Wilson, President Poin- 


care and M. Clemenceau and M. Du- 
bost were given seats facing <Ahe 
idential chair, which was oceu- 
ied. by»M.. Deschanel, whe. opened 
jlson, Madame Poincare 
seate in 
the presidential gallery, while the

GRANTLAND DIES 
AT HOSPITAL HERE 


Prominent Resident of 
Griffin and. Member of 
the 1918 House of Rep- 
resentatives Succumbs 
After Brief Illness. 


Seaton Grantland, prominent resi- 
dent of Griffin, Ga., and member of 
the 1918 house of representatives, 
died Monday afternoon at 3 o’clock 
at a local hospital following a brief 
iliness. His death resulted from an 
attack of acute indigestion. 

Mr. Grantland was 71 years old, 
and had served in the Georgia leg- 
islature many years. At the time 
of his death he was president of the 
Towaliga Falls Power company, and 
director of the Kincaid Manu- 
facturing company. He was former 
vice president of the Griffin Cotton 
Mills and the Merchants 4nd Farm- 
ers’ bank of Griffin. At one time 
he was mayor of Griffin. 

Changes His Name. 

He was born on November 16, 1847, 

at Woodville, Ga., in Baldwin coun- 


vid Jackson Bailey. Mr. Grantland 
was born at the home of his grand- 
father, Seaton+Grantland, the first 
state printer, whose name his grand- 
son took at an early age. His grand- 
father, who published one of the 
first newspapers in the state, and 
who wes a member of congress, re- 
quested that his grandson, who was 
christened Seaton Grantland Bailey, 
drop his surname, soon after the 
death of Mr. Grantland’s only son. 

He was a confederate veteran, and 
was a graduate of the Virginia Mili- 
tary institute, Lexington, Va. and 
of the legal department of Lebanon 
university, Lebanon, Tenn. Mr. 
Grantland was one of the leading 
Episcopalians of the state, and was 
senior warden in St, George’s Epis- 
copal church of Griffin, Ga.

In 1880 he married Miss Lelia Gil- 
lam, of Savannah, Ga.. niece of Mrs.

TO GET BIG INCREASE 


Paris, February 3.—The newly 
formed union of employees of post- 
office, telegraph and telephone de- 
partment met today at the office of 
the. general labor confederation to 
hear the report. of a delegation 
which had been sent to the minis- 
try to demand an increase in wages 
of 100 per cent. When .the report 
was heard the surprise was so great 
that there was some moments of 
impressive silence. 

The report announced that the 
ministry of posts, telegraph and tel- 
ephones has a biil prepared for par- 
liament by which all wages would 
be raised 200 per cent up to 4,000 
francs yearly, which latter salary 
would become 12,000 francs annually.

Lawyers for Defense De- 
cline to State What Ef- 
fect Suicide of Mrs. Gil- 
bert Will Have on Plans. 


The suicide of Mrs. Hal Gilbert 
upon the grave of Johnny Abbott 
Saturday night threatened for a time 
to completely disarrange the present 
plans of the defense and prosecution 
of the slain fire pilot's wife. \ 

But with the departure Monday 
morning from the city of the body 
of the young wife who laid her life 
upon the new mound in Greenwood 
cemetery, it was as though the 
amazing effects of her deed had fol- 
lowed the casket as it traveled to 


her birthplace in Dublin, Ga, where’ 


she once was a society belle, and 
where she will be laid to rest, ; 

As though another woman had 
never entered the case, as though 
the city had never been rocked by 
such a sensation as the suicide of 
the daring girl autoist, as though 
Johnny Abbott's grave had been the 
scene of nothing more than the 
visits of mourners among his kin, 
with an occasional trip by Mary 
Powers, the detectives resumed their 
investigation where they had left off 
Sunday morning. 

Will Not Discuss Case, 

The plans of the sleuths to ques- 
tion the girl suicide about her re- 
ported acquaintance with the slain 
daredevil were interrupted by fate. 
Whatever hopes the counsel for the 
imprisoned Mrs. Abbott hold for in- 
serting the suicide of Mrs. Gilbert 
into the defense of their client were 
not disclosed Monday, when they de- 
clined to discuss the new angle 
added to the tragedy. 

The body of Mrs, Gilbert was car- 
ried early Monday morning to Dub- 
lin, Ga., where the funeral and in- 
terment will take place. It was ac- 
companied by the husband, a former 
favorite of the speedway and motor- 
drome, and victim of a spectacular 
crash at the Piedmont Park track 
several years ago, when he came 
near dying in a motorcycle spill, 
which left lifelong scars on his face 
and body. 

The father, Dr. Frank Bright, a 
prominent physician of Dublin, who 
had been called to the cty from Hen- 
dersonville, N. C., where he was 
stopping at the time of his daugh- 
ter’s deed, also went to Dublin with 
the body. He was deeply grieved, 
and attributed the girl wife’s death 
to the neurotic state into which she 
had been called to the city from Hen- 
overpowering physical ills, one of 
which was a dislocated shoulder 
which she incurred in a motor race 
at Lakewood two years ago. 

Fearing that the family trait of 
tuberculosis, which had carried away 
two immediate members of }t-. kin, 
would develop in his young wife, the 
husband had called in the medical 
men to determine his wife’s state. 
They made a thorough inspection, 
failing to find a trace of the dread 
plague. Nervous ills, coupled with 
internal ailments, and the dislocated 
shoulder were her affliction.

Fewer Rail Corporations 


Washington, February 3.—Ex 
Serated complaint against govern: | 
ment railroad operation growing out 
of a natural reaction from war- 
time patriotic tension is a “psycho- 
logical {actor” which makes it dif- 
ficult at this time to develop a per- 
manent solution of the railway 
problem, Director General Hines 
said today in testifying before the 
senate interstate commerce commit- 
tee, 


This is one important reason, Mr. 
Hines said, why government opera- 


tion either should be extended five 
years, and time given for calm de- 
liberation, or the roads turned back 


to private management before the 
present twenty-one months’ period 
expires. 


In Regard te Complaints. 


Citing many cases of complaints 
against government operation whict 
he said were based on misapprehen- 
sion or failure to understand rail- 
road practices, Mr. Hines said: 

“Apparently every hardship or dif- 

ficulty connected with the wartime 
operation of the railroads proves 
momentarily to be regarded as a 
reason why there snourd be no solu- 
tion except a prompt turning back 
of the railroads to all the railroad 
companies with new legislation, 
which really makes no fundamental 
changes whatever. I do not believe 
this state of mind will change until 
there is an opportunity to ]ook in an 
upjderstanding way at the results of 
federal control under peace condi- 
tions, Therefore, the importance of 
giving a fair and reasonable test to 
federal control under peace condi- 
tions is not merely to give a fair 
showing to advocates of govern- 
ment ownership, but also to give a 
fain showing to the advocates of any 
plan other than the plan of going 
back to the old regime.” ‘ 
Mr. Hines explained that he be- 
lieves the best eventual solution 
would .4 development of-.a few large 
railway’ systems, privately owned 
and operated, under strict govern- 
ment supervision, 

“There can be no solution througa 
the operation of tne railroads by the 
numerous existing railroad corpora- 
tions with their widely varying 
financial structures,’ hesaMi. “The 
deep-seated suspicion of the 
public, and of labor that there is 
serious over-capitalization largely 
negatives all representations as to 
the propriety of any given level of 
railroad operating income. 

Fewer Corporatiens Favored. 


“No plan can be permanently suc- 
cessful which leavesrailroad opera- 
tions with a large number of rail- 
road corporations, sonte strong and 
some weak. So long as this condi- 
tion continues it will result that 
on any given basis of rates and 
wages, some railroads will prosper 
og great degree and others will 
ail. 

“If any plan of private manage- 
ment is to be successful it ought to 
provide for the participation of’ the 
government and perhaps of labor 
in the profits in excess of some 
comparatively moderate return. 

“This country has settled down to 
the definite conception that rail- 
roads ought not to receive more 
than a reasonable return, and also 
that they ought not to receive less. 
Theoretically this appears to be a 
reasonably definite standard. Prac- 
tically the standard is impossible of 
application under the proposed plan 
of private management. The log- 
ical thing to do is fer the govern- 
ment to ascertain what the fair; re- 
turn ought to be and to guareitee 
that to the railroads, and then if it 
wishes the benefit of the increased 
efficiency which may probably be 
expected from private initiative, it 
can permit a moderate. participa- 


.tion in any profits in excess of that 


return. 

“It is recognized that it is indis- 
pensable that capital invested in 
railroads shall yield a sufficient re- 
turn to attract additionat capital. 
But the proposed plan of private 
management involves the’ whole 
subject in so much confusion and 
uncertainty as to make the prospect 
of obtaining additional needed cap- 
ital highly unfavorable. The real 
object sought to be accomplished 
can be obtained without all this un- 
certainty and injury by the govern- 
ment itself assuring once and for 
all a fair return.” 


What Hines Proposes. 


“TI do not believe there is any- 
thing substantial in the argument 
that a five-year extension of gov- 
ernment operation would necessar- 
ily mean government ownership,” 
Mr. Hines said.. “I do not personal- 
ly believe in government owner- 
ship. I believe there can be a form 
of radically reconstructed private 
ownership with such close govern- 
ment supervision, including govern- 
ment representation on the boards 
of directors, as will give the public 
and labor all the benefits of gov- 
ernment ownership and at the same 
time will preserve the benefits 
of private and_ self-interested 
initiative and will avoid the polit- 
ical difficulties which perhaps are 
inseparable from government own- 
ership. 

“T believe that all the objects 
which I think must be achieved in 
order to obtain a permanent solu- 
tion can be accomplished through 
the creation of a comparatively few 
railroad companies which will have 
capitalizgtion equal only to the real 
value of the property and which 
will have a moderate guaranteed 
return with the right to participate 
moderately in any additional 
profits.” 


Extension of Control Urged. 


To permit development of a com- 
prehensive and permanent solution. 
Mr. Hines renewed Mr. McAdoo’s 
recommendation for a five-year ex- 
tension of government control, and 
ie hem if this were not done he 
bélieved it would be best for ajl 
interests concerned to -.relinquish 
government control without wait- 
ing for expiration of the twenty- 
one months’ period. provided. by ex- 
isting law. 

So far as physical operations are 
concerned, said the director general, 
there is now no emergency which 
calls on the government to continue 
control of the railroads. He ex- 
plained that the methods adopted by 
they railroad administration during 
the war now are open to reconsid- 
eration in light of peace conditions, 
adding that this had been Mr. Mc- 
Adoo’s attitude. 

Mr. Hines presented the following 
arguments for a five-year exten- 
sion. 

It will give advocates of govern- 
ment ownership full opportunity to 
press their views without being in- 
fluenced by temporary reaction 
against government control; 

It will remove .the necessity for 
undue haste in solving such a big 
program as the future of the rail- 
roads: 

It will stabilize employment and 
wage conditions, permit prosecution 
of a big program of improvements 
and extensions, help to take up the 
slack in employment and materials 
during the critical peridd of read- 
justment; 

It will protect security holders 
pending an ultimate solution; 

It will minimize the danger of 
making the railroad question a 
purely partisan issue, to be. consid- 
ered in an illogical manner, in the 
presidential elections. 

Extend or Relinqgulish. 

On the other hand, Mr. Hines said 
that if this extension were not made 
the roads should be relinquished be- 
fore expiration of the twenty-one 
months. He made, in substance, 
these explanations: 

There is now a reaction from 
patriotic tension of war times, re- 
sulting in a. critical and. hostile at- 
titude by the public toward govern- 
ment management, and this makes 
control difficult; :

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Forgotten

Suffering Comes

Sergeant Branch is a son of E. E. 

ranch, a farmer of Filbert, 8S. C., 
while his cousin, Private William 
Bennett,-is the son of T. W. Ben- 
nett, a south Georgia sawmiller. 

Standing on his crutches on one 
of the long’ porches that surround 
the wards at Fort McPherson Mon- 
day he told the story, his voice 
growing tender and his eyes filling 
with moisture when the name of the 
cousin was spoken. 

A Beyish Quarre. 

The seeds of discord were sown 
when, in 1908, Branch’s mother car- 
ried him on a visit to the Bennett 
family and William Bennett got the 
better of Branch in the above men- 
tioned exchange. The boys were 
settling the affair in a hand-to-hand 
bout when their mothers came out 
and stopped it just while the boys 
were angriest. 

They never forgot their differ- 
ences, and when they found them- 
selves members of the same com- 
pany at Camp Wheeler, after both

Huns Are Routed. 

“Finally we routed them and were 
chasing them to the home base when 
a machine gun bullet struck me and 
I fell out. Our men went on, and as 
the firing line moved steadily for- 
ward and the night settled-down a 
blanket of darkness completely en- 
veloped me. I saw the lanterns of 
the Req Cross men as they cleared 
the trench Behind me and I tried, to 
call out to them to ask for a drink 
of water, but my tongue was parch- 
hed. and stiff, and I could not make 
them hear me. 

“Finally I heard a moan nearby, 

and, striking some matches which a 
Y. M. Cc. A. man had given me, I 
discovered Bill, with his leg all shot 
to pieces, lying pale and calm near 
me. I tried to speak to him, but 
again my parched tongue prevented 
me, and before I realized what he 
was about he was crawling through 
thé barbed-wire entanslement,. with 
the mangled leg dragging helpless- 
ly on«the ground, with a canteen of 
water.

Men so dis- 
charged will be paid travel allow- 
ances from their station in Europe’ 
to the port of embarkation and from 
Hoboken, N, J., to the place of en- 
listment, or induction into the serv- 


ice. 

These instructions apply to enlist- 
ed or drafted men who entered the 
service after April 1, 1917.. Men 
who entered the service before that 
date may be furloughed to the Unit- 
ed States when sickness or distress 
in the soldier’s family is clearly in- 

icated. ; 

“It must be understood,” says the 
department’s announcement, “that 
discharges or furloughs of this kind 
will be given only in exceptional 
cases. Requests ror discharge must 
clearly show that the sickness is 
of such a critical nature as will re- 
qufre the soldier’s immediate. pres- 
ence or that distress in. a man’s 
family is suck as cannot be relieved 
by allotments of money made under 
the war risk insurance act.” 


THOMAS FEARS PLOT 
_ AGAINST GOVERNMENT 


Washington, February 3.—Criti- 
cising a meeting here yesterday at 
which the Russian soviet govern- 
ment was praised, Senator Thomas, of 
Colorado, democrat, declared in the 
senate today that a powerful organ- 
ization, which he did not name, was 
constantly at work to overthrow the 
American government. The senator 
said a member of the house was 
“conspicuous” at the meeting, but 
that senate rules prohibited him 
from naming him. 

Representative Mason, of Fllinots, 
addressed the gathering, urging re- 
turn of American troops from Rus- 
sia, and Representatives Gordon, 
of Ohio, and Dillon, of South Dako- 
ta, also were present. 

Declaring he wishes to protest 
against such meetifigs, especially in 
the nation’s capital, Senator Thom- 
as said such assemblies were “held 
under the guise of free speech and 
advocate what is virtually treason.”

NEURASTHENIA THE APOCRY- 
PHAL. 

‘An inspiring reader—this column 
‘would probably peter out were it not 
for the help of #eaders—inquires 
whether neurasthenia is a real illness 
or only imaginary, and if so what 
are the characteristic symptoms. 

The first part of the question de- 
serves an answer. To the second 
part the answer is capital NIX. 
There should be a@ penalty of ten 
years for the publication of symp- 
toms, and publishing the symptoms 
of neurasthenia should send a doc- 
tor up for at least life. When our 
class studied neurasthenia in the 
medical textbooks forty-four of us 
came down with the disease. Most 
of us never fully recovered. 

Neurasthenia its a real illness to 
the sufferer. That is the worst 
feature of the trouble, its appalling 
reality. The neurasthenic is sick— 
no one knows it but himself, which 
fact makes him feel just so much 
worse. Most ailments the victim can 
forget momentarily, but neurasthe- 
nia is as eternally real as thirty- 
year obesity. 

Rich people who 
sidering themselves poor and poor 
people who conduct themselves as 
nearly as possible like the rich com- 
monly affect neurasthenia. The 
disease is much more popular than 
in the vulgar days when it was 
called nervous prostration. 

A neurasthenic is always misera- 
ble, and often his doctor feels even 
worse,

rasthenia. In that I differ from the 
/general profession. .I admit I don’t 
know much about it. ) 

My notion is that neurasthenia is 
a long, bitter struggle between the 
individual and his conscience. In 
some cases conscience seems to lose 
the fight and the neurasthenia be- 
comes a hobby. Competition, to my 
provincial notion, is the cause of 
neurasthenia. Rivalry, jealousy, 
envy, selfishness, greed—these 
things are emotions that squander 
vitality or pep, exhaust the ductless 
gland apparatus which has to do 
with the production of pep.

Sweating Under the Arms.

ANSWER—Once every alternate 
day for three or four days sponge 
the armpits with a solution of one 
ounce of aluminium chloride in three 
ounces of distilled water or ‘rain 
water.

There is no physiological injury 
from checking the perspiration in 
the armpits.

ANSWER—One good way is to 
summon a doctor to drop a stomach 
tube in. But as a rule the remedy 
for such a condition depends on the 
nature of the trouble.

Said ‘I to Hamilton Hill, of New- 
nan, Ga., second lieutenant, R. M. A.,

“Ham, what in the Ham Hill are 
the ex-aviators going to do for ex- 
citement: in this dull old world since 
the war stopped and you fellows 
had to go to work?” 

Said Ham in reply: 

“The government’ ought to pro- 
vide some special dispensation for 
retired flyers. Maybe they'll send 
us canned substitutes for thrills, or 
made-over gasps in a tin bucket, or 
a weekly bulletin of advice such as 

y a sharpshooter, spurn a 
, and things like that.” 
‘ae Must Have Thrills, 

Fem, who has accepted a position 
at the “Hanson Six” factory, and I 
got together in the Piedmont loung- 
ing room with a lot of other R. M. 
A.’s (reserve military aviators), ex 
and otherwise, and tried to help the 
government devise something to 
provide thrills and breath-takers 
for the cavaliers of the clouds who 
had to go back to work when the 
war stopped. 

Ham says it isn’t right for a 
fellow to have to go back from 
“tight spirals’ and “side slips” to 
debit and credit slips; from punch- 
ing hole in clouds (and terra firma, 
too, on fatal occasions), to punching 
a clock; from signing flying-pay 
vouchers to signing a pay roll. 

It isn’t what it’s cracked up to 
be, this descent of the war aviator, 
except that this is exactly what it 
is—a “crack-up” in the life of the 
war bird. 

Ham says that unless the govern- 
ment can substitute something for 
flying in the retired life of a former 
war bird, the government ought to 
at least furnish a cure for flying, 
because once flying has got into a 


fellow’s veins it’s worse than the 
drink habit. 


An Incurable Disease. 


They call it the “inflyenza’” when- 
ever a retired R. M. A., deprived of 
a chance to fly because of the war’s 
end, gets to mumbling inarticulate 
things about crankshafts, rocker 
arms, wing skids, fuselages, cock- 
pits, altimeters and other such clues 
to his war-time profession, and 
wakes up in his sleep with one 
hand on the bedpost and the other 
ahold of his bedfellow’s big toe, 
yelling becauge the throttle won't 
respond, and there isn’t flying apees 
to make the controls take old 
when he wiggles the “foystick.” 

And Ham says that unless the 
government supplies the deposed 
“aristocrats of arms” (as Broad- 
way and Fifth avenue know the 
aviators) with some form of excite- 
ment to substitute for the flying 
game. it will be a seedy, mildewed 

unch of R. M. A.s who show up 
at the airdrome when the gong 
rings for the next war. 

Tame Ham’s case, for instance: 

I knew Ham up at Dayton. when 
he was stationed at Wilbur Wright 
ying field, Ham was more or less 
of a fielg celebrity because of his 
pet aeroplane,’ a “DeHaviland 4,” 
which he had named after the ini- 
tials of his best girl. The initials

An Experimental Pilot.

If it is, the pilot has no 
cause to worry. f it isn’t, then 
somebody else does the worrying 
for him. ' 
Generally Ham flew a type of 
ship which I see some war corre- 
spondent from overseas has dub- 
bed the “flaming coffin” because so 
many were killed in it abroad. 

And once his ship came near be- 
ing a “flaming coffin,” so far, as 
Ham was concerned. Catching fire 
from a defective magneto, Ham had 
to get down the best he could from 
2,000 feet altitude, which was in a

WEARING OF KHAKI 
ARE MADE PUBLIC 


Army regulations regarding the 
wearing of uniforms by discharged 
officers and soldiers, the dad of 
uniforms allowed and’ the war de- 
partment’s attitude toward concerns 
selling uniforms to men about to be 
discharged, are the subject of an of- 
ficial circular issued by Camp Gor- 
don and recommended for publicity 
by Major General George H. Cam- 
eron, camp commander. 

The circular is as follows: 

“Present law authorizes ‘a discharged of- 
ficer or soldier to wear his uniform from 
the place of discharge to his home, within 
three months of date of his discharge from 
the service. Thereafter the officer may 
wear his uniform only upon occasions of 
ceremony. 

‘The enlisted man must return his uni- 
form within four months of date of dis- 

but can wear it only as stated 


“an act is now before congress, which, 
if passed, will authorize enlisted men to 
keep the uniform which they are permitted 
to wear home, and to wear that particuler 
uniform, only, provided some distinctive 
mark or insignia, to be issued by the war 
department, shall be worn. 

‘It will thus be clearly seen that neither 
under existing or proposed law will a dis- 
charged soldie? be permitted to wear uni- 
forms made by civilian or other tailors. 
They may liegally wear only the particular 
uniform which they have been permitted to 
retain. 

“Commanding officers of camps, posts and 
stations will give the wid¢st publicity to 
this information, both among the soldiers of 
their commands and in the local press. No 
person will be permitted to solicit orders 
for, or deliver uniforms td soldiers about 
to be discharged. Persons or concerns per- 
sisting in selling uniforms to such soldiers, 
after having been warned not to do s0, 
will not be permitted to come on or ao 
business on the reservation.’’

cross, the second highest Honor that Great

‘“‘Lieutenant Colonel McRae received hia 
present commission when only 25 years old’ 
and at that time was the youngest man in 
ae army who eould boast of that 
rank, 

‘The only remaining children of Major 
General and Mrs. McRae, whose residence 
is at the Parkwood, on K street hetween 
Seventeenth and Eighteenth streets, are 
two young women. To render patriotic

Citation for General McRae. 

“The citation received by Major General 
McRae in the award of the distinguished 
service medal follows: 

‘* ‘He commanded with great credit the 
78th division in the Argonne-Meuse offen- 
sive, and had an important part in that 
operation which forced the enemy to aban- 
don Grand Pre. In this and other cam- 
paigns his rich influence in the result ob- 
v0 naa a rich quality of leader- 
ship.’ ’ 

‘“‘Major General McRae’s division was 
composed of Delaware, New Jersey and New 
York troops, It was organized and trained 
in a New York state camp. The division 
captured Grand Pre and the Bois des Loges 
on the Argonne, thus breaking the Krim- 
hilde line, the pivot of the German de- 
fenses. 

‘“‘Major General McRae was born in Geor- 
gia.

RESCUER OF AMERICANS 
AWARDED . S. MEDAL 


London, February 3.—The Ameri- 
can distinguished service medal has 
been awartied by President Wilson 
to Lieutenant Francis W. Craven, 
who commanded the British de- 
stroyer. Mounsey, which saved 600 
American soldiers from the British 
transport Otranto when she was 
sunk in a collision off the Scottish 
coast on Oceober 6, 1918, with the 
loss of 357 American soldiers, The 
medal was presented to Lieutenant 
Craven at Chatham today by Major 
General John Biddle, commander of 
the American forceg in the United 
Kingdom. 


Thirty minutes after the Otranto 
struck the rocks off Islay Island 
the destroyer Mounsey, herself dam- 
aged by the heavy seas, answered 
the distress calls of the Otranto.

not dead, that many of her friends 
| have been won over to that view and 
rumors in the European press con- 
cerning Nicholas Romanoff’s alleged 
whereabouts are attracting much 
attention. 

The aged empress resolutely re- 
fused to leave Russia until she 
learns positively of the fate of her 
sons. She continues to live simply 
at Yalta, Crimea, declining invita- 
tions to visit the king and queen of 
Rumania and even her sister, Queen 
Mother Alexandra of Great Britain. 

Lieutenant Colonel J. W. Boyle 
formerly of the Canadian militia 
who was commissioned by King 
Ferdinand of Rumania to visit Yalta 
to induce the dowager empress to 
seek safety in Rumania, recently ar- 
rived in Paris and told the Associ- 
ated Press that the dowager em- 
press’ declinsti-. .was most affect- 
ing. In spite of the gratitude ‘she 
felt for King Ferdinand’s interest, 
she said ber duty to her family and 
to Russia prevented her leaving as 
she and her daughters had decided 
to remain until the fate of Nicholas 
and Michaél was cleared up. 

Although the dowager empress’ 
optimism has possibly been based on 
the fact that much unfavorable news 
has en concealed from her, Lieu-

is convincing and has spread 
to all her associates, who do not be- 
lieve the Bolshevist account of the 
murder of Nicholas at Ekaterinburg 
and the death of Michael at, Perm. 

Lieutenant Colonel Boyle Bays that

FROM MILIONS 


By Passage of $100,000,- 


000 Relief Bill, Accord- 
ing to Hoover — Food 
| *Being Hurried to Hun- 
gry Europeans. 


Paris, February 3.—The passage 
by the American congress of the 
bill appropriating $100,000,000 for 
relief in Europe, “will lift a load 
of fear from the hearts of millions 
of people in Europe,” declared Her- 
bert C. Hoover, director general of 
relief, in a statement ‘issued. this 
evening. Mr. Hoover outlined the 
use to which the money is to be 
put and the means already taken 
for the relief of various peoples. 

“It is little realized in the United 
States,” the statement adds, “how 
fully and completely the daily wire- 
less carried the progress of this 


measure to those peoples now lib- 


erated from the German yoke. Im- 
mediately after the bill was passed 
the news appeared in the headlines 
of newspapers in Bucharest, Sofia, 
and Helsingfors and it was known 
in Warsaw, Lodz, Prague and Fieume, 
where thousands of persons have 
been looking anxiously toward the 
United States for leadership in the 
solution of their most imminent dan- 
ger. 
Look to United States. 
“It must be remembered that the 


president’s declaration of the prime 
purposes of the American people in 
re-establishing freedom and self- 
government have moved these pev- 
ples to direct all their hopes toward 
the United States and today they 
= see one more step toward this 
end. 

“There is no question as to the 
sacrifice it will call for from the 
American people to provide this re- 
lief appropriation, as it comes now 
in a period when we have so many 
difficulties and problems of our own 
people to solve in the rehabilitation 
of our normal national life. 

“The usual tangible relief to the 
newly liberated peoples will not be 
delayed even by the period required 
to ship foodstuffs from the United 
States under-.this appropriation be- 
cause the war, navy and treasury 
departments and the United States 
food administration already have 
one hundred ships in European ports 
or headed toward Europe in addi- 
tion to our re-established relief of 
Belgium and northern France, Ru- 
mania and Czecho-Slovakia under the 
old war legislation. The new ap- 
propriation by congress enables us 
to extend this work by giving cred- 
its to those countries for which 
there was no such legislation, 

Food for Jugo-Slavs, 

“We have at sea or discharging in 
the port of Triest 70,000 tons of food 
for the Jugo-Slavs, Serbians and 
Czecho-Slovaks. We have 30,000 
tons of food either arrived at or®in 
progress, to the Black sea for Ru- 
mania. The Armenian relief com- 
mittee has 7,000 tons on the way to 
Armenia and Syria as a gift, and 
we are placing 10,000 tons in Con- 
stantinople as a reserve for them. 
We have 40,000 tons in Poland on 
the way or being trans-shipped from 
Rotterdam for the Poles and 20,000 
tons in Rotterdam awaiting reship- 
ment to the Finns and other liber- 

ated populations in Russia. The 
Polish relief committee is sending a 
gift of 7,000 tons to the Poles. 

“Since the armistice the British 
authorities have distributed about 
10,000 tons of food to the Serbians; 
the’ Italian authorities some 10,000 
tons to the Austrians, and the Brit- 
ish authorities have -in progress 
some 12,000 to 15,000 tons of food 
to the Rumanians. We have since 
the armistice delivered into Rotter- 
dam 300,000 tons of food for the 
Belgians and the liberated French 
with the support of our treasury and 
Belgium and France. 

Distributing the Food, . 


“Had this new appropriation been 
refused we should have sold out 
these parcels of food to those who 
could pay real money and would 
have been compelled to allow the 
others to starve. In this same con- 
fidence, that we would be supported 
by congress, we have secured a de- 
taii of more than 250 men from the 
American army and the American 
navy for:the work of the food ad- 
ministration. These men are now 
actively establishing the adminis- 
trations necessary to secure proper 
distribution in ail of these terri- 
tories. Our offices have been opened 
among

are able to do business. 

“The allied supreme council of 
supply and relief has been organized 
and equipped with a staff and offi- 
cials representing the allied and as- 
sociated powers in order that we 
may secure co-ordination and unity 
of effort from all the governments 
who have stood together to secure 
the freedom of these peoples, and 
who now stand together to see that 
their distress is ameliorated.”

SCORE OF MEN ON TRIAL 
FOR LYNCHING NEGROES 


Tuscumbia, Ala., February 3.—It 
was late this afternoon before a 
jury was selected and hearing of 
witnesses begun in the trial of a 


score or more men charged with be- 
ing implicated in the lynching of 
two negroes at Sheffield last No- 
vember. The case of Frank Dil- 
lard, of Sheffield, was the first to 
be taken up, and When court ad- 
journed tonight the state’s evidence 
against Dillard had been presented. 

Sam Wheat and Tom Stubbs, both 
negroes, testifying for the state, 
stated that they occupied cells in 
the Sheffield jail on the day of the 
lynching of Will Byrd and when the 
mob stormed the jail and took Byrd 
away they recognized Dillard as one 
of the members of the mob. On 
cross-examination by attorneys for 
Dillard both the witnesses admitted 
that they were in jail themselves 
charged with crimes at the ‘time, 


and also that detectives had talked 


with them and had promised that 
they would be paid for testifying. 

Jailer Vance Wallace testified that 
he was in the upper part of the jail 
building while the mob was busy 
ied taking the negro from the 
ce 
others in the crowd, although he cid 
not know whether Dillard joined the 
mob later in the actual hanging of 
Byrd. The trial of Dillard will be 
resumed tomorrow morning and in- 
dications are that the case win £0 
to the jury by noon, 

The trial of Jeff Jenkins, oles of 
Sheffield, will follow that of Dillard, 
these two men being charged with

1 KILLED, 3 WOUNDED
